ANALYSIS OF TABLE 1.2 
In the June quarter 1999, the population increased by 6,384 compared with an increase 
of 9,083 in the previous quarter. Natural increase was up 17.8% on the March quarter 
1999. There were decreases of 2,917 (56%) and 395 (92%) in overseas migration and 


interstate migration respectively.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 1.3 
The number of live births in the June quarter 1999 rose by 636 or 10.7% on the previous 


quarter and was 254 or 4.0% more than the number in the same quarter of 1998. 


Infant deaths numbered 19 in the June quarter 1999, 5 fewer than in the March quarter 
1999, and 13 less than in the June quarter 1998. 


Total deaths rose by 23 or 0.9% from the March quarter 1999, and were 70 or 2.7% less 


than the number in the June quarter 1998. 


The number of marriages in the June quarter 1999 decreased by 5.5% or 151 from the 


previous quarter, and was 5.1% or 139 less than in the same quarter of 1998. 


The number of divorces increased from 1,207 in the March quarter to 1,285 in the June 
quarter 1999, an increase of 6.5%. The number was 5.9% or 72 more than in the June 


quarter 1998.

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ANALYSIS OF TABLE 2.1 
The total of 77,020 overseas arrivals in September 1999 was 3,800 higher than in the 
previous month and 13,500 higher than in September 1998. 


In September 1999, 38,480 Western Australian residents returned from short-term 
overseas visits, an increase of 1.6% on August 1999. In September 1999, 36,070 
overseas visitors arrived in Western Australia for short-term visits. This was an increase 


of 25.2% on September 1998. 


There were 670 residents returning to Western Australia in September 1999, after a 
long-term stay overseas. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors numbered 770 in 
September 1999. This was an increase of 60 over the previous month, and a decrease 


of 20 on September 1998 figures. 


Total departures of residents and visitors numbered 73,150 in September 1999, a 


decrease of 1.7% on the previous month and an increase of 10.2% on September 1998. 


The 41,710 short-term departures of Western Australian residents in September 1999 
represented an increase of 14.9% on August 1999, and an increase of 7.5% on 
September 1998.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 2.2 
Short-term visitor arrivals from Singapore increased by 1,170 on August 1999, and 
increased by 2,740 on September 1998. These arrivals represented 19.0% of all 
short-term visitor arrivals. Short-term visitor arrivals from the UK and Ireland increased 
by 71.1% on August 1999, and increased by 42.2% from September 1998. These arrivals 


represented 21.5% of all short-term visitor arrivals.
